Mrs.  Gardner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  /mnual  Report  for  the  year  I962, 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population  for  I962  was  4>410 
and  was  virtually  the  sane  as  that  for  last  year.  The  birth  rates  and  death  rates, 
etc.,  calculated  upon  this  figure  work  out  as  follows:-  Crude  birth  rate  14*74 
1,000  head  of  population,  adjusted  birth  rate  I4.89,  crude  death  rate  9*52,  adjusted 
death  rate  9*90*  The  manner  in  vfhich  the  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  are  derived 
from  the  crude  rates  is  described  on  page  9* 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  cancer  and  cerebral  apoplexy. 

Sections  C,  D and  E of  the  report  have  been  contributed  by  Mr.  A.  McMillan, 
the  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due  for  his  close  co-operation 
throughout  the  year. 

The  important  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  Smoking  in 
Relation  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  published  during  the  year  and  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  bring  the  facts  before  the  public  by  displaying  suitable  posters  in  appro- 
priate places.  As  there  can  be  no  dispute  about  the  association  between  smoking 
and  lung  cancer,  a special  attempt  is  being  made  to  discourage  the  adoption  of  the 
smoking  habit  by  young  people  aged  10  to  I6  years. 

On  page  25  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a large  increase  in  the  number 
of  smallpox  vaccinations  performed  during  the  year.  This  was  due  to  the  presence 
of  a number  of  cases  in  the  country  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  the  disease 
was  imported  from  Pakistan. 

Dr.  J.  J.  A,  Reid,  Coirnty  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  has  supplied  the 
smallpox  vaccination  and  the  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  immiinisation  figures  which 
I have  quoted,  and  Dr.  J,  Y.  L.  Parquhar,  Medical  Referee  to  the  Kettering  Crematorium, 
has  given  me  the  figures  relating  to  cremation.  I v;ish  to  record  my  thanks  for  these 
data. 


I also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year.  As  always,  my  gratitude  is  due  to 
my  Secretary,  Miss  Langley,  for  her  tireless  help,  cheerfully  given,  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  report.

COMffiNTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  (1962)  was 
4,410>  10  more  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for  I96I.  In  the  census,  which 
was  taken  on  23rd  April,  the  population  figure  was  found  to  he  4? 401. 

2.  BIRTHS. 

There  were  65  live  hirths  in  19^2,  6 less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

This  gives  a crude  hirth  rate  of  14.74  pei*  1,000  population.  This  rate, 
standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex  compostion  of  the  population, 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  I4.89.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected,  hirth  rate  is 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor.  The  factor  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1.01.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
14.89  compares  vrith  the  rate  of  15.30  for  I96I  and  the  provisional  crude  rate 
for  England  and  vfales  of  18,0  per  1,000  population. 

3.  DEATHS . 

There  were  42  deaths  from  all  causes  in  19^2,  I6  less  than  in  I96I, 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  9*52  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.90.  The 
Comparability  Factor  in  this  case  for  Birrton  Latimer  is  I.04,  the  provisional 
death  rate  for  England  and  Y/ales  is  11. 9. 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Of  the  42  deaths  during  the  year,  20  bodies  were  disposed  of  by  cremation 
at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium,  giving  a percentage  of  47*6. 

5.  INFANTILE  MORTALITY, 

There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age.  This  death 
occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  that  is  the 
number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  expressed  per  1,000  live  births,  is 
15.38.  This  rate  compares  with  42.25  for  I96I  and  the  current  rate  for 
England  and  V/ales  which  is  20.7.  The  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  is  also  15*38 
compared  with  28.17  for  I96I.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  ’/ales  being 
15.1.  I append  herewith  details  of  this  deaths -

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


In  suLsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  T^rhich  services  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern  more 
the  personal  health  and  v/elfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the 
community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  respons- 
ible for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of  the  194^ 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

LABOR/iTORY  FACILITIES . 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and  the  Department  of  Pathology 
at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in 
connection  vmth  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases.  During  the  year 
four  faeces  samples  v;ere  examined  at  Kettering. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  is  one  of  the  services  for  v/hich  the  County  Council  is  responsible. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  performs  this  function  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
for  all  patients  excepting  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES. 


These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all 
highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The 
Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Comcil,  is  proving  more  and  more 
valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or 
confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  rema,in  in  their  own  houses,  so  that  they 
can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

CHILD  VELFARE  CENTRE. 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  in  every  month  at  the 
Baptist  Church,  Meeting  Lane.  These  clinics  are  busy  and  their  popularity  is 
largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  dedicated  work  of  the  Voluntary  Committee.  A 
Medical  Officer  attends  one  of  these  sessions  monthly.  In  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a new  type  of  clinic,  which  provides  facil- 
ities for  the  teaching  of  parentcraft  and  relaxation  to  expectant  mothers,  is  held 
on  each  Monday  afternoon  at  5«0  p.m.  in  the  Methodist  Church  Room,  Duke  Street. 

Welfare  foods  (National  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice  etc.)  are 
distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  also  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays 
of  each  month  (aftemnons)  by  Mrs.  E,  Villette,  64  Pioneer  Avenue.

OLD  PEOPIE'S  WELFARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  was  formed  in  1952  and  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  Coimcil 
and  other  local  organisations.  Amongst  other  things,  the  Committee  organises  a 
Darby  and  Joan  Club  Y/hich  meets  regularly  every  Friday  and  which  has  a membership 
of  approximately  120  old  people.  The  Club  caters  for  about  a quarter  of  the  over 
65 's  in  the  to\7n.  The  more  infirm  mem-bers  are  taken  to  and  from  their  homes  by 
'bus , 


During  the  summer  of  I962,  three  country  outings  were  arranged  and,  during 
the  winter,  visits  were  made  to  four  amateur  stage  shoves,  including  a pantomime. 
During  the  year,  twenty-one  members  visited  Clacton  under  the  County  holiday  scheme 
and  forty-one  went  to  Southsea  under  the  Committee's  ov/n  scheme. 

On  the  23rd  February,  I96I,  a chiropody  service  v/as  inaugurated  for  the 
benefit  of  all  old  age  pensioners  in  the  district . During  19^2,  58?  treatments 
were  given.  A room  at  the  Council  Offices  vas  set  aside  for  a chiropodist  and  in 

eighteen  visits  he  was  able  to  give  572  treatments.  A further  201  treatments  were 

given  at  his  ovm  surgery  at  Kettering  or  at  xhe  surgeries  of  other  chiropodists. 

Also  during  the  year,  fourteen  domiciliary  treatments  were  given.  This  foot  treat- 
ment is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  old  people  and  only  costs  thorn  a fee  of  2/6d. 

per  treatment.  ' The  demand  for  treatment  is  quite  high  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  v/ill, 
in  due  co;irse,  be  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  chiropodist's  visits  to  Burton 
Latimer  so  that  more  old  people  can  eventually  be  treated  in  their  OYm.  tov/n. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee,  originally  set  up  to  assist  people  convalescing  from 
Tuberculosis  has  nov;  extended  its  scope  to  include  those  with  other  chest  complaints 
and  heart  disease.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  only  eight  patients  on  the 
Committee's  books  and  the  Committee  continues  in  its  v/ork  to  raise  funds  to  provide 
assistance  where  necessary, 

HATIONAL  ASSISTMCE  ACT,  1948  - SECTION  47. 

This  Act  empowers  local  authorities  to  require  the  compulsory  admission 
to  hospital  in  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal 
action  7;as  taken  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  during  I962. 
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SECTION  C 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

An  ample  supply  of  v/ater,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity  was  maintained 
throughout  the  district  during  the  year.  The  T/ater  supply  to  B\irton  Latimer  cones 
from  the  Pitsford  Reservoir,  where  the  raw  water  is  filtered  and  softened  before 
distribution  takes  place. 

No  serious  interruptions  to  the  supply  took  place  during  the  year.  Apart 
from  the  installation  of  various  new  stopcocks  and  the  reioair  of  others,  no  major  works 
in  respect  of  the  installation  of  new  v/ater  mains  or  the  renevial  of  existing  old  water 
mains  vj-as  carried  out  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  there  was  no  contamination  in  the  town  and  no  plumbo  solvent 

action. 

During  the  year,  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  carried  out  the  follow- 
ing bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water s- 


Pitsford  Raw  Water  52 
Pitsford  Sedimented  Water  I65 
Pitsford  Final  Water  27O 
Burton  Latimer  General  Supply  12 


All  results  vrere  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  t’aenty-eight  samples  were  submitted  for  chomical  analysis  and 
the  results  were  again  satisfactory. 

Almost  ell  of  the  tov/n's  houses  have  the  tovm.  suioply  piped  into  the  house. 
There  are  approximo,tely  twenty  houses  still  supplied  from  a standpipe  in  the  yard,  but 
these  are  scheduled  for  eventual  recons tiuction,  closure  or  demolition  under  the 
Council's  slum  clearance  schemes. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE'WAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  town's  sev;age  system  fimctioned  without  any  difficulties  being  exper- 
ienced during  the  past  year. 

There  are  a few  isolated  houses,  together  vmth  a few  farm  houses,  still  not 
connected  to  the  tovm's  sewage  system  and  each  year  the  number  of  houses  not  connected 
is  being  gradually  reduced. 

Various  new  lengths  of  4"?  6"  and  9"  diameter  foul  and  surface  v/ater  sewers 
Y/ere  laid  during  the  year  on  private  housing  development. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  and  this  service  was  maintained  in  an 
efficient  manner  throughout  the  year. 

The  labour  force  necessary  to  carry  out  this  vrork  remained  relatively  stable 
and  as  a result  of  employing  younger  employees  on  this  type  of  work,  the  incidence  of 
loss  through  illness  has  dropped  off. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTIOIT.  (Continued) 


The  vehicle  -which  is  used  for  doing  this  collection  functioned  very  well 
and  no  serious  trouble  was  experienced. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Buccleuch  Quarry  which  is  situated 
a,pproximately  one  mile  south-east  of  the  tov/n  centre.  The  tip  consists  of  old 
ironstone  vrorkings  and  there  is  ample  capacity  for  many  years  to  come,  provided  that 
no  serious  nuisances  arise. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  control  of  nuisances  at  the  tip, 
particularly  vdth  waste  paper  and  smoke  blowing  on  to  the  trunk  road,  was  particu- 
larly troublesome,  despite  the  remedial  measures  which  were  carried  out  the  previous 
year. 

Towards  the  middle  of  the  year,  it  v/as  decided  to  extend  the  approach 
roadway  so  that  the  tip  could  be  approached  and  used  at  a much  lower  level.  This 
meant  forming  an  access  road  from  the  top  of  the  existing  tipping  face  to  a hard 
shelf  of  ground  situated  some  forty  to  fifty  feet  below  the  present  tipping  face. 
During  the  days  that  household  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  tip,  a Council  workman  is  now 
engaged  full  time,  levelling  and  spreading  the  refuse  and,  mth  this  arrangement  in 
operation,  controlled  tipping,  as  laid  doYWi  by  the  Minister,  is  no’w  being  carried 
out  and  no  further  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

Rat  treatment  is  carried  out  regularly, 

PHBVEHTIOH  OE  DmGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Tv/enty-seven  treatments  have  been  carried  out  in  private  and  local  authority 
houses  and  seven  on  business  premises  during  the  year.  By  agreement  vrith  the  oY/ners, 
treatments  were  carried  out  on  txYO  agricultural  premises. 

One  informal  letter  was  served  under  Section  4 of  Act  on  an  owner  of 
a private  house  in  the  district. 

The  refuse  tip  was  given  four  treatments  during  the  year. 

A section  of  the  toxm's  sewers  vras  treated  by  o-ur  oxm  rodent  operator. 
Sixty-five  manholes  were  treated  and  out  of  the  sixty-five  treated  only  eight  showed 
any  evidence  of  activity  by  rats.  The  eight  affected  manholes  were  given  further 
treatments  and  no  further  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

MORTUARY. 


There  is  a stone-built  bier  house  at  the  old  cemetery  which  is  used  as  a 
mortuary  if  or  when  required. 

FACTORIES  AHD  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  eighteen  factories  in  the  district.  Routine  inspections  are 
carried  out.

Two  notices  under  Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year  and  one  informal  approach  was  made  under  Section  7 of  the  Act  to  a factory 
in  the  tovm.  In  the  three  instances,  action  was  taken  to  remedy  the  conditions 
which  necessitated  the  approaches  heing  made. 

In  August  of  last  year,  there  were  fifty-five  outv/orkers  living  in  Burton 
Latimer.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  no  contraventions  were  found. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1957? 
are  to  he  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 
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SECTION  D 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HOUSING  ACTS. 

The  Council  continues  steadily  to  pursue  its  slum  clearance  policy  and 
the  Comcil  is  now  about  to  recommence  building  after  having  suspended  building 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

The  Council's  chief  duty  is,  of  course,  to  the  slum  clearance  cases  and 
it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  these  have  been  reduced  by  twenty-two  since  the 
second  list  was  drawn  up  towards  the  latter  part  of  I96I. 

Two  novel-type  one-bedroom  bungalows  are  soon  to  be  built  at  Church  Street 
and  three  cottages  fronting  the  site,  which  are  to  be  improved,  will  provide  three 
further  units  of  tYro-bedroom  accommodation. 

Sixteen  cottages  on  the  Coimcil's  slum  clearance  lists  were  demolished 
during  the  year. 

Thirteen  one-bedroom  old  people's  bungalows  T/ere  completed  by  the  Council 
during  I962  and  the  majority  of  tenants  for  these  bungalows  vrere  from  slum  clearance 
properties. 

Seventeen  dwellings  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year 
and  tv;enty- three  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  figure  of 
seventeen  would  no  doubt  have  been  improved  upon  but  for  the  severe  breather  con- 
ditions which  were  experienced  tov/ards  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  n-umbers  completed  will  be  greatly  increased  in  the  next  year  and 
the  indications  certainly  point  in  this  direction. 

Four  discretionary  and  tvrelve  standard  grants  v/ere  made  during  the  year. 
One  of  the  standard  grant  payments  vias  for  the  improvement  of  six  tenanted  houses 
comprising  one  block. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  th.at  considerable  publicity  has  been  given  to  the 
need  for  improving  sub-standard  houses,  there  are  still  many  houses  which  lack  the 
standard  amenities  of  a bath,  wash-basin  and  indoor  V/.C.  and  a hot-water  system: 
and,  in  some  cases,  even  a proper  ventilated  food-store. 

Since  1949  5 i't  has  been  possible  for  the  Council  to  make  grants  to  ovmers 
to  encourage  them  to  improve  their  properties,  but  out  of  145  grants  approved,  only 
seventeen  grants  have  been  approved  for  owners  \Yho  are  not  also  ovmer-occupiers. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  still  about  4OO  houses  in  the  town  which  are  still 
below  the  required  minimum  standard  and  these  houses  a,re  capable  of  being  improved 
at  a reasonable  cost.  As  time  goes  on  and  fitness  standards  rise,  these  houses  are 
likely  to  be  listed  for  slum  clearance. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  now  requiring  local 
authorities  to  tackle  their  tovms  street  by  street  and  to  inform  the  ovners  and 
the  tenants  that  they  want  to  get  all  the  sub-standard  dwellings  brought  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  AKD  HOUSING  ACTSo  (Continued) 


In  response  to  this  request,  the  Council  appealed  to  all  owners  in  the 
October  I962  issue  of  the  Council’s  Broadsheet,  but  the  response  to  the  appeal  has 
been  rather  disappointing.  The  Minister  has  said  that  in  order  to  get  these 
improvements  done  he  will  be  prepared  to  consider  the  use  of  compulsory  -powers  in 
cases  where  appeals  to  the  ovniers  have  failed.  The  Council  does  not  wish  to  resort 
to  coniDulsion  and  hopes  that  in  no  case  virill  it  be  necessary.

There  are  IO6  applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the  list. 

One  house  v^as  made  the  subject  of  having  an  official  closing  order  made 
against  it  during  the  year. 

One  house  was  made  the  subject  of  a notice  under  the  Housing  Act,  19575 
requiring  the  execution  of  v/orks.  This  notice  was  not  complied  v;ith  within  the 
statutory  period  laid  down  and  the  Council  had  the  work  carried  out  at  the  owner’s 
expense  as  a result  of  his  default. 

During  the  year,  six  informal  approaches  were  made  to  owners  of  various 
properties  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  for  the  carrying  out  of  various  repairs 
xmder  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts*  In  the  majority  of  cases,  house  owners 
have  been  reasonably  co-operative  and  requests  and  suggestions  which  have  been  made 
to  abate  these  nuisances  have  been  carried  out.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

There  is  no  registered  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  The 
butchers  in  the  town  make  their  ovm  arrangements  for  this  service  and  this  arrange- 
ment appears  to  be  working  quite  satisfactorily  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

The  following  tinned  food  was  condemned  during  the  years-

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

There  are  twenty-six  shops,  five  canteens  and  one  bakehouse  which  are 
affected  by  these  regulations.  Inspections  were  carried  out  and  in  no  case  was  any 
contravention  of  these  regulations  discovered. 

Attention  was  paid  to  the  canteens  in  particular  and  in  each  case  the 
standards  met  were  complimentary. 

Mine  SUPPLY. 

This  district  is  now  a designated  area  and  all  milk  sold  must  be 
pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 
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MILK  SUPPLY.  (Continued) 


One  dairy  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949» 

Two  dealers  licences  for  pasteurised  and  tuherculin  tested  milk  and  five 
for  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  have  been  issued  and  these  licences  have  a 
further  period  of  some  three  years  to  run  in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AITD  CONTROL  OVER,  PTFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  thirty-four  cases  of  infectious 
diseases.  These  comprised  two  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  seven  cases  of 
Pneumonia,  twenty-one  cases  of  Measles,  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  case 
of  Infectious  Hepatitis, 

One  case  of  Pneumonia  proved  fatal  and  in  this  instance  complications  were 

present, 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS, 

One  case  was  notified  in  I962.  This  virus  infection,  also  known  as 
Epidemic  Catarrhal  Jaundice,  was  made  notifiable,  by  order  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
in  this  district  on  1st  July,  I962,  It  is  generally  a mild  disease  but  can  some- 
times have  serious  effects.  It  usually  occurs  in  young  people  and  is  communicable 
from  person  to  person  and  possibly  also  through  contaminated  food  and  v/ater  supplies. 
A list  of  instructions,  designed  to  control  the  spread  of  infection,  has  been  drawn 
up  and  this  is  given  to  the  head  of  each  household  in  which  a case  occurs. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  is  the  sixteenth  successive  year  in  which  it  has  been  possible  to  say 
that  "There  have  again  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria".  More  than  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  and  resident  in  the  Urban  District  received  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  during  I962.  This  is  now  of  course  largely  given  in  combination  v;ith 
V/hooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  The  overall  position  is,  therefore,  satisfactory. 

Sixty-five  children  were  immunised  during  the  year  and  the  total  number 
mder  the  age  of  I5  years  v;ho  have  completed  a full  course  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
up  to  31st  December,  I962,  is  822  made  up  as  follows s-

There  were  seven  cases  notified  in  I962  and  one  case  died,  but  Pneumonia 
was  not  the  primary  cause  of  death. 

POLIOlfYELITIS . 

There  were  no  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis.  I feel  that  there  could  be 
a greater  demand  for  vaccination  among  young  children  and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  Poliomyelitis  has  not  yet  been  relegated  to  the  tame  and  minor  position  which 
Diphtheria  now  occupies.  Parents  should  be  reminded  that  what  has  been  done  in  the 
fight  against  Diphtheria  can  also  be  accomplished  against  Poliomyelitis.  The
